The first detaflinients of French 
eiiRineers have already moved into 
the Ruhr, hut the exact nature of 
^I. Poincare’s program of seizures 
is still 
an official 
secret. The 
most important point about the 
program yet to be established is 
the part which the m ilitary is to 
play. 
This is obviously a vital 
point. A certain m ilitary escort 
ipust of course be provided for the 
engineers and civil adm inistrators 
who are to take over the mines, 
forests .industries and other pro­ 
ductive agencies, hut the fact that 
every soldier 
and 
every expense 
adds to the total German bill indi­ 
cates the possibility of a vicious 
circle whicli might have most dan­ 
gerous consequences. 
One of the 
heaviest burdens which the pres­ 
ent German budget carries i.s the 
cost of the existing limited occu­ 
pation—a former German Minister 
of State has testified that the item 
is even now four-fifths of the* whole 
ordinary luidget.

The economical con­ 
duct of the occupation is accord­ 
ingly one of the tests of French 
good faith. 
The wisdom of the French policy 
will be judged by its efficacy in 
producing the reparations money 
without smashing Germany. 
The

fail to disturb German industry 
and to retard the recovery of world 
commerce, but M. Poincare will 
have justified his polity if he can 
collect his claims without having 
worked permandnt inJury to the 
German

establishment. 
This way of going about the collec­ 
tion is reminiscent of the boy who 
drank alcahoi acid to see if his

is 
through 
twenty

stations; 
some of these are stationary build­ 
ings and some are movable cars.

buildings 
are 
located 
mostly in the coal mining regions 
where the fire hazard ig so much 
greater than in metal mines. These 
safety stations are equipped with 
automobile trucks-w ith self contain­ 
ed oxygen breathing apparatus, rea­ 
dy at all t mes in case of a mine 
fire or disaster. The jnovable cars 
have a certa’n territory assigned to 
them and move from place to place, 
giving demonstrations in the latest 
safety methods and first aid work. 
Car No. lO’s district covefs the up­ 
per peninsula of Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota and the two Dako- 
tas...Car. No. 10 has assigned to it 
an engineer in charge, a surgeon, a 
foreman miner, first aid m iner and 
cook. The duties of 'the engineer and 
¿urgeon are to confer with mine op­ 
erators and to carry on research 
wprk. Each car has a foreman miner 
whose duties it is to demonstrate 
the latest safety methods and to g ve 
training to miners with self contain­ 
ed breathing apparatus. 
The first 
Aid miner’s duties are 
to 
demon­ 
strate and g ve training of first aid 
to the injured. The courses #dlen 
by Cas. No. 10,consist of five three 
hour periiMlB, both in .the apparatus 
work and in the first aid work. The 
apparatus training consists of fa- 
miliariing the men with the breath- 
.ng apparatus and wearing the same 
in poisonous gasses as near actual 
conditions as possible. The F irst Aid 
course consist of lectures on the 
anatomy o f the body, treatm ent of
